FURTHER GAINS 


Big Drive in the Western War 


Zone Continues, 


Patronize THE ITEM advertisers. 


"With all of the intensity that has 


characterized the fighting during the 
drive ot the past two days, the allied 
forces are pressing their successes, 
and the official statement issued in 
Paris says the fighting in the Cham- 
pagne region, as well as in the Arras 
district, where the British and 'French 
are attacking, continues. 


To the north of Arras there has 


been no material change, but along 
the front to the west of the Argonnes 
the Fiench claim more gains. 


The French statement adds that the 


Germans 
began 
another 
offensive 


movement in the Argonae, but that it 
wa3 completely checked and that the 
German losses were heavy. 


An earlier official report from the 


Frcich war office announced that in 
the Champagne district more Teuton 
positions had been occupied and that 
gains in the Artois region, in north 
western France had been maintained. 


The German war oftloj announces a 


check to the new offensive movement 
hi the neighborhood of Lille, while the 
British attacks in other sectors also 
are said to have broken down with 
heavy losses to the attacking forces. 
The Germans further claim that the 
French drive has made no further 
progress between Rheims and the Ar- 
gonne. 


Military critics estimate that the 


German killed and wounded in the big 
battles of the last two days in the 
Artois and Champagne regions must 
easily equal the number of prisoners 
taken. 
Hence, they reckon the Ger- 


mans' totail losses at not less than 
40,000, equalling the size of an army 
corps. 


Reports from the front say that only 


twenty minutes was required for the 
French Infantry to complete the vic- 
tory 'prepared for by sixty hours ol 
yiolent shelling and overrun the first 
lino of German trenches north of Per- 
thes, in Champagne. While awaiting 
the moment for the attack, the French 
soldiers rested behind their lines, jok- 
ing and putting their arms in perfect 
order. 


The bright glow from the slow burn- 


ing illuminating rockets and the glare 
of exploding projectiles lighted up the 
entire 
zone 
of 
action during two 


nights. 


"After a few hours of intense fire, 


our hopes that our batteries 
were 


dominating the situation were trans 
formed to certain conviction," says a 
wounded officer who took part in the 
battfe. 
"The moment of the attack 


~as s?t for daTvn. When the charge 
v, ,u sounded whole battalions, rein- 
forced by reserves, bounded forward 
The rush was so impetuous that the 
Germans still alive and unwounded in 
the battered works seemed dazed and 
unable to resist. They w^ra disarmed 
and prshed back for our reserves to 
pick up, while the attacking line wenl 
Oil. 


"There was little or no musketry. 


The bayonet did most of the work. 
The proportion of dead to wounded 
and prisoners was large. What was 
loft of entire companies threw uj 
their hands at the sight of the deadlj 
execution by the Zouaves." 


The general impression of wounded 


men brought from the field is that the 
affair of Pcrthes is only a beginning 
cf the allied effort. 


DIE, MANY HURT 


STREET DROPS 


Crowded Surface Gar Falls Into 


New York Subway, 


Six persons were killed and be- 


tween eighty-five and one hundred 
others injured when a dynamite blast 
in a partly constructed section of the 
Seventh avenue subway in New York 
caused an entire block of pavement 
to cave in, engulfing a crowded sur- 
face car, a heavy truck and many pe- 
destrians. 


A number of laborers at work in 


me excavation were fcufied unaer 
tons cf debris. Seventy-eight person*. 
a consiJerable number of them being 
women and girls on their way to busi- 
ness, were on the surface car, which 
dropped thirty feet into the excava- 
tion and was part'y buried under con- 
crete, rails, heavy timbers, dirt and 
rocks. 


The dynamite blast, which resulted 


in the cave-ia, was set off almost di- 
rectly under Seventh avenue and 
Twenty-fifth street, according to Chief 
Engineer Jones, of the construction, 
company. 
He told the fire commis- 


sioner the blast had hurled a large 
rock against portions of the underpin- 
ning, knocking this away and allow- 
ing the pavement overhead and por- 
tions of the dirt side walls to collapse. 


The accident occurred shortly be- 


fore 8 o'clock and more than half of 
the injured were women and girls on 
their way to business. Although the 
surface car remained upright, it was 
partly buried under an avalanche of 
concrete, rails, timbers and earth, and 
many of the passengers were severely 
crushed. 


Persons who were In a large office 


building, close to where the car went 
down, said there was a great roar as 
the pavement and portions of 
the 


sidewalks sank. This was followed a 
moment later by the cries of the part- 
ly entombed passengers and of pe- 
destrians who were either thrown 
into the excavation or knocked down. 


Men and women smashed the car 


windows with their bare hands in an 
effort to escape, oy witnesses said, 
while 
pedestrians 
who had 
been 


thrown into the hole struggled to 
avoid the falling debris and regain 
the street level. 


The cave-in broke water and gas 


mains, and within a few minutes after 
the accident heavy flows of gas and 
water threatened the lives of the 100 
or more persons in the excavation. 
Prompt work by city employes in 
shutting off the flow of water and gas 
in the broken mains put an end to 
this clanger. 


Fire ladders and ropes were low- 


ered into the great hole and police 
and firemen began carrying out the 
dead and injured, while contractors' 
employes and others worked furious- 
ly, clearing away the timbers and 
debris that imprisoned many persons. 


Victims were carried out by police 


and firemen to nearby stores and of- 
fices which were turned into tempor- 
ary hospitals. 
Nearly all of these 


victims were seriously injured, many 
having broken arms or legs.

FURTHER GAINS 


Big Drive in the Western Wai 
Zone Continues. 


With all of the intensity that has 
characterized the fighting during the 
drive ot’ the past twro days, the allied 
forces are pressing their successes, 
and the official statement issued in 
Paris says the fighting in the Cham* 
pagne region, as well as in the Arraa 
district, where the British and ’French 
arc attacking, continues. 


To the north of Arras there has 
been no materiail change, but along 
the front to the west of the Argonnes 
the French claim more gains. 


The French statement adds that the 
Germans 
began 
«another 
offensive 
movement in the Argonne, but that it 
was completely checked and that the 
German losses wore heavy. 


An earlier official report from the 
French war office announced that in 
the Champagne district more Teuton 
positions had been occupied and that 
gains in the Artois region, in north­ 
western France had been maintained, 


The German wrar oill^ announces a 
check to the new offensive movement 
In the neighborhood of Lille, while the 
British attacks in other sector* also 
are said to have broken down with 
heavy looses to the attacking forces. 
The Germans further claim that the 
French drive has made no further 
progress between Rheims and the At« 
gonne. 


Military critics estimate that the 
German killed and wounded in the big 
battles of the last two days in the 
Artois and Champagne regions must 
easily equal the number of prisoners 
taken. 
I-Ienco, they reckon the Ger* 
mans* total losses at not less than 
40,000, equalling the size of an army 
corps. 


Reports from the front say that only 
twenty minutes was required for the 
French infantry to complete the vie* 
tory prepared for by sixty hours ol 
violent shelling and overrun the first 
lino of German trenches north of Per­ 
thes, in Champagne. 
While awaiting 
the moment for the attack, tho French 
soldiers rested behind their lines, jok­ 
ing and putting their arms in perfect 
order. 


The bright glow from the slow burn* 
ing illuminating rockets and the glare 
of exploding projectiles lighted up the 
entire 
zone 
of 
action during twe 
nights. 


“After a few hours of intense fire, 
our hopes that 
our 
batteries 
were 
dominating the situation were trans 
formed to certain conviction,M says a 
wounded officer who took part in the 
battfe, 
“The moment of tho attack 
vas set f?r dav/p. 
When the charge 
v. tU sounded whole battalions, rein 
forced by reserves, bounded forward 
Tho rush was so impetuous that the 
Germans still alive and unwounded in 
the battered works seemed dazed and 
unable to resist. They w*re disarmed 
and pushed back for our reserves to 
pick up, while tho attacking line wen! 
on, 


“There was little or no musketry 
The bayonet did most of tho work. 
The proportion of dead to wounded 
and prisoners was large. 
What was 
left of entire companies threw up 
their hands at the sight of the deadly 
execution by the Zouaves,“ 


Tho general impression of wounded 
men brought from the field is that the 
affair of Perthes is only a beginning 
of the allied effort. 


DIE, MANY HURT 
AS STREET DROPS 


Crowded Surface Car Falls Into 


New York Subway. 


Six persons were killed and 
be­ 
tween 
eighty-five and 
one hundred 
others injured when a dynamite blast 
in a partly constructed section of the 
Seventh avenue subway in New York 
caused an entire block of pavement 
to cave in, engulfing a crowded sur­ 
face car, a heavy truck and many pe­ 
destrians. 


A number of laborers at work in 


tlie 
excavation 
were 
DuMea 
unaer 
tons of debris. Seventy*eight persons» 
a considerable numbef of them being 
women and girls on their way to busi­ 
ness, were on tho surface car, which 
dropped thirty feet into the excava­ 
tion and was partly burled under con­ 
crete, rails, heavy timbers, dirt aud 
rocks. 


The dynamite blast, which resulted 
in tho cave-in, was set off almost di­ 
rectly 
under 
Seventh 
avenue 
aud 
Twenty-fifth street, according to Chief 
Engineer Jones, of the construction, 
company. 
lie told the fire commis­ 
sioner tho blast had hurled a largo 
rock against portions of the underpin­ 
ning, knocking this away and allow­ 
ing the pavement overhead and por­ 
tions of tho dirt sidewalls to collapse. 


Tho accident occurred shortly be­ 
fore 8 o’clock and more than half of 
the injured wore women and girls oa 
their way to business. 
Although the 
surface car remained upright, it was 
partly buried under an avalanche of 
concroto, rails, timbers and earth, and 
many of the passengers were severely 
crushed. 


Persons who were In a large office 
building, close to where the car went 
down, said there w*as a great roar as 
tho pavement and 
portions of 
the 
sidewalks sank. This was followed a 
moment later by the cries of the part­ 
ly entombed passengers and of pe­ 
destrians who were 
either 
thrown 
into tho oxcavatlon or knocked down. 


Men and women smashed the car 
windows with their bare hands in an 
effort to escape, eyn witnesses said» 
while 
pedestrians 
w*ho 
had 
been 
thrown 
into the 
hole struggled 
to 
avoid the falling debris and regain 
the street level. 


Tho cavo-in broke water and gas 
mains, and within a few minutes after 
the accident heavy flows of ga3 and 
water threatened the lives of the 100 
or more persons in the excavation. 
Prompt work 
by city employes 
in 
shutting off the flow of water and gas 
in the broken mains put an end to 
this danger. 


Fire ladders and ropes were low­ 
ered Into the great hole and police 
and firemen began carrying out the 
dead and Injured, while contractors’ 
employes and others worked furious­ 
ly, clearing aw?ay the timbers and 
debris that imprisoned many persons. 


Victims were carried out by police 
and firemen to nearby stores and of­ 
fices which were turned Into tem pos 
ary hospitals. 
Nearly all of these 
victims were serious1,y injured, m anj 
having broken arms or legs. 


Fought Duel In Dark; Two Killed. 
As a sequel to a quarrel, George 
Sarvis and 
Rufus 
Reeves, wealthy 
turpentine manufacturers of Biloxi, 
Miss., each 
armed himself and 
by 
agreement entered a darkened room, 
wiiere they fought a duel to tho death, 
both being killed. 


Witnesses say the men never raised 
their voices above a whisper during 
the 
quarrel. 
Each 
borrowed a re­ 
volver and at Sarvis* house arranged 
details of the duel. 


An 
alarm 
clock 
was 
set for 4 
o’clock, and when the bell rang each 
began firing. 
Sarvis was still alive 
when friends entored tho duel cham* 
her. 
Ills last words were, “It’s our 
private affair" 


Farmer Dying; Employe Sought. 
Ira Itosenkrans, a farmer, of Gree­ 
ley, near Stroudsburg, is at the point 
of death as tho result of an attack in 
which hia head was cut open with a 
sledge hoe. Other farmers are search* 
ing nearby woods for Henry Green, a 
farm hand employed by Rosenkrans, 
who is suspected of having made th* 
attack.

New York.—Colonel Zebulon Taylor 


from "the Panhandle," as he signed 
himself on the register, was talking 
about things down in his part of the 
country. 


"A peculiar thing happened recent- 


ly down in my section of the state," 
he, said, "and though this is the first 
time I've heard of it, I understand 
that it happens right along. 


"You know, there's a little river 


down there called the Rio Bravo. It 
ain't much of a stream at best, but 
there's always plenty of water in it 
and, 
what's more, it's chock full of 


fish. 


"But those fish have been having a 


bad time. One time last year when 
some irrigation sharps tried to swing 
a dam across the river the fish got 
spread all over the country and there 
was a terrible mortality. Along came 
one of those sudden rains and the 
dam backed the water up and it 
flower all over the countryside, tak- 
ing scads of fish with it. When the 
flood went down—most of it went 
down into the soft soil—the fish were 
left stranded high and dry. 


But This Was Worse. 


"This was bad enough, but the real 


trouble, the one I was going to tell 
about, happened just before I came 
North. We had what was the worst 
storm I ever saw; and I've been living 
round those parts for a good many 
years. 


"It came up suddenly and after the 


main, part of the heavy artillery was 
over, it just naturally got down to busi- 
ness, and there never was so much 
rain since the flood. 


"Well, the Bravo flows through soft 


soil, and this was the cause of the 
tragedy that happened. The heavy 
drops of rain, coming down so hard, 
washed mud and silt into the river 
until it looked like a long strip of 
chocolate. 
It's slow enough at best, 


but the muddy water seemed to stand 
still. 
As sometimes happens, the 


rain was followed by a short but very 
hard hailstorm. 


"When the hail quit, and it only 


lasted about 15 minutes, the sun came 
out as usual. 
My little boy went out 


to paddle in the wet, and pretty soon 
he comes in and asks if he can go 
down to the river. He says that all 
tho other boys are bringing home just

loads of fish. I thought that was funny 
and I told him lie could go and that 
I'd go along with him, and I did.

in and getting them. 


"This was the most peculiar thing I 


ever saw, and I started right out to 
investigate. I examined the fish and 
found that most of them were stunned. 


"Just as I was trying to puzzle it 


out along came Old Joe, who had lived 
along the Bravo longer than, anyone 
knows. He says he arrived there when 
the river was a creek, and watched it 
grow up.

Recent Investigations on the little- 


known and- rarely visited Henderson 
or Elizabeth island have led to the dis- 
covery of a complete and curious lit- 
tle colony of zoological total abstain- 
ers. The island, which is uninhabited, 
is situated about 120 miles northeast 
of Pitcairn island—itself sufficiently 
out of the way, but famous as the 
home of the descendants of the mu- 
tineers of the Bounty. 


There is no water on it, not even a 


swamp, and it is only six miles long, 
yet it harbors quite a menagerie—a 
kind of rat, a lizard, described as very 
abundant, and no fewer than four 
kinds of birds, all peculiar to the is- 
land. 
These are a fruit pigeon, a 


lorikeet or honey-eating parrakeet, a 
little rail or crake and a reed warbler. 
The strange thing about the inmates 
of this curious little natural aviary 
of coral rock, surrounded by waves 
instead of wires, is that two of its in- 
mates are birds, one especially asso- 
ciated with water—the rail and the 
warbler. 


Yet it is evident that these, like the 


rest, must do without drinking, unless 
the dew can slake their thirst, or they 
have acquired toleration for sea water 
as a beverage. A similar case is that 
of the peculiar and very handsome 
wild goose of the Sandwich islands, 
which frequents the barren lava flows, 
where there is no permanent water 
suppljr, but thistle and berries. Here 
we get an even more aquatic type of 
bird marooned on dry land, but the 
Sandwich island goose takes to water 
readily enough when kept in Europe. 


"As to the existence of animals with- 


out drinking, it is well known that 
many have the power of sustaining 
themselves in this way, and the phe- 
nomenon occurs irrespective of their 
diet being vegetable or animal, at any 
rate in some cases," says the Standard 
in commenting upon Henderson island 
life. "Rabbits as is well known can 
live without water if given plenty of 
salad, and so can parrots if supplied 
with sop; yet both will drink on oc- 
casions. So will hawks and owls, but 
these birds can subsist for long peri- 
ods without drinking in captivity; in 
fact, under the old management at the 
zoo the owls never had any water 
given them. Neither did the curious 
hornbills, which are by nature chiefly 
fruit eaters, receive any. They have 
the opportunity of drinking now. but 
do it so awkwardly trying to peck up 
the water with their great bills that 
the habit hardly seems natural. 


"It has been recorded that a great 


bustard lived for months in captivity 
without drinking, although the species 
does drink occasionally; and it may be 
suggested that the bustards are a fam- 
ily of birds accustomed to frequent dry 
places and hence have acquired a 
power of abstinence. 


"But, setting aside the fact that the 


great bustard is often found near wa- 
ter, this explanation would not serve 
in the case of parrots and hornbills, 
which are as a rule forest birds; more- 
over, the family of birds most espe- 
cially associated with desert condi- 
tions—the sand grouse—does not show 
any tendency to dispense with drink- 
ing. Indeed they are very dependent 
on water, flying to their drinking place 
twice daily, and watering their chicks 
by soaking their own underplumage 
in the fluid, which is afterward sucked 
off by the young. 


"The camel itself, proverbial for its 


adaptation to the desert and endur- 
ance of thirst, is equally in need of 
drinking, although on account of the 
water storage arrangements in its 
stomach it can do without a fresh sup- 
ply for days. Yet its endurance of 
thirst can be maintained only about 
twice as long as that of the horse kept 
under similar conditions; and as an 
abstainer it cannot compare with the 
giraffe, the eland and some of the 
other antelopes, which can subsist 
without drinking for months at a time 
and probably indefinitely. 


"Ability to exist without drinking is 


evidently a physiological peculiarity of 
certain species of families of animals, 
and it is obvious from what has been 
said above that this power is capri- 
ciously disturbed and has no necessary 
connection with the creature's environ- 
ment, though under the pressure of 
circumstances it may become invalu- 
able." 


Three-Fourths of All Food We Eat Is 


Derived Originally From Rain; 80 


Per Cent of Remainder 


Comes From Air. 


Three-fourths of all the food we eat 


is derived originally from rain. Of the 
remainder, SO per cent comes from the 
air, the balance—one-twentieth part of 
the whole—is obtained from the soil. 


This interesting statement is made 


by Dr. A. T. Stuart of the Canadian 
department of agriculture, who de- 
scribes the farmer as the great man. 
ufacturer. 
He 
makes the things 


which other people merely put to- 
gether in different ways. 


The farmer takes 75 pounds of wa- 


ter, 2fl round? of air arA ^ pounds of 
soil. 
These are his raw materials, 


and from them, in the quantities and 
proportions 
above 
mentioned, 
he 


turns out 100 pounds of products. 


The mixture of gases which we call 


air is a fluid by no means so thin and 
imponderable as we are accustomed 
to imagine. An ordinary packing box 
three feet cube will contain about two 
and one-half pounds of it. The twenty 
pounds of air that contribute so im- 
portant a percentage of our food sup- 
ply would occupy, at normal sea-level 
pressure, a cubical space 15 feet on an 
edge. 


The 75 pounds of water would make 


about nine and one-half gallons. Five 
pounds of soil will represent the con- 
tents of a clay flower pot of moderate 
size; and thus one forms an idea eas- 
ily grasped of the quantities of the 
three original rav^- materials required 
by the farmer for the manufacture of 
100 pounds of products. 


These products are food and cloth- 


ing. 
Of all the clothes people wear, 


9 per cent is made of animal or vege- 
table materials that are the yield of 
agriculture. Even the leather of which 
our shoes are made is, of course, a 
farm product. Silk is spun by caterpil- 
lars, but in reality is is nothing but 
mulberry leaves, converted by their 
agency into a fiber that can be woven. 


We know what air is, and water is 


familiar enough. That soil is merely 
powdered rock, containing a small 
percentage of decayed vegetable mat- 
ter, has long been understood. But 
many facts in regard to this last in- 
dispensable raw material of the farmer 
have only recently been learned. 


Consider, for one thing, the size of 


the rock particles. In some soils they 
are so tiny, according to Doctor Stuart, 
that one hundred millions of millions 
of them may be held on the point of a 
penknife. 


That seems remarkable, does it not? 


But take a single pound of this kind 
of soil, and measure the total surface 
area represented by its component 
particles. 
It is a not very difficult 


problem in mathematics. 
The total 


surface area of the particles that go 
to make up one pound is about three 
acres. 


This is in itself a matter of much 


importance, from the viewpoint of the 
farmer-manufacturer, for each particle 
of soil is enveloped by a thin film of 
water. And it is from this water that 
the plants he grows derive their sus- 
tenance. 


The fluid in question, however, is 


not merely water. 
It Is a kind of 


soup, in which plant food, both or- 
ganic—from the decayed vegetable 
matter—and 
mineral, is dissolved. 


What we call the "fruitful land" is 
merely a bed for the plants to stand 
up in while they feed upon this soup. 


Under the microscope all plants are 


found to be made up of little cells or 
pouches filledl with fluid. In an 
orange or lemon they are so big as to 
be easily seen when the fruit is cut. 
Each of these cells—which multiply 
at a wonderful rate to make what we 
call growth—is a little chemical fac- 
tory, and it is they which, under the 
general management of the manufac- 
turing farmer, produce "protein," fat 
starch, sugar, fiber, etc., with inciden- 
tal colors and flavors, to supply in a 
multitude of forms the demands of 
the market.

.ng ponder, beat well, add three-quar- 
ters of a cupful of boiling hot water, 
with flavoring of any kind and bake 
in gem pans 
Ice with boiled frosting. 


Ginger Drops.—Mix a cupful each of 


shortening, molasses and sugar to- 


ether. Add four cupfuls of flour sift- 
ed with a tablespoonful of ginger, a 
j-easpoontul of cinnamon and a grating 
of nutmeg. 
Into a cupful of boiling 


water add a teaspoonful of soda and 
stir into the mixture. 
Add three 


beaten eggs, a half teaspoonful of salt, 
beat and mix until well blended. Drop 
by spoonfuls on a buttered sheet. A 
raisin may be pressed into each cake. 


Oatmeal Cakes.—Sift together two 


cupfuls of flour, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der and a teaspoonful of cinnamon. 
Cream a cupful of shortening and a 
cupful of sugar and stir into the dry 
ingredients, beat two eggs, add two 
cupfuls of rolled oats and a cupful of 
seeded raisins. Drop by spoonfuls on 
buttered sheet.

SOME COOLING BEVERAGES. 


Lemonade is

lemons and put it 
to cook in a little 


boiling water; when cool, add this wa- 
ter, strained, to a rich lemonade. 
Serve a slice of lemon in each glass. 
Strawberries, cherries or slices of 
banana add to the appearance of a 
glass of lemonade. A sprig of mint 
added to the glass, and a few leaves, 
crushed and mixed with the lemonade, 
is another good flavor, well liked. 


Fruit Punch. — Put into a punch 


bowl a quart of strong lemonade, add 
a handful of green mint, bruised, a 
small bottle of maraschino cherries. 
eight slices of pineappl*, cut in small 
dice, two oranges, cut sinail, and Shree 
bottles of ginger ale. Add an abun- 
dance of ice and serve very cold. 


Plain Iced Tea. — Make a quart of 


tea and add a half cupful of lemon 
juice, sweeten to taste and put into 
tall glasses with cracked ice. 
Serve 


with a slice of temon in each glass. 


Mint Punch. — Take a quart of wa- 


ter, five lemons and a cupful of sugar 
for a strong lemonade. Slice the lem- 
ons and let them stand with the sugar. 
Slightly bruise a dozen sprigs of 
mint, put these into the punch bowl 
with the lemonade and a quart of gin- 
ber ale. When ready to serve, add a 
large lump of ice and strain the lem- 
onade and ale over it. Garnish each 
glass with a sprig of mint, dipped in 
powdered sugar, after being moistened 
with the white of an egg. 


Grape juice and lemonade is a good 


combination for a drink. Add a quart 
of grape juice to a pint of lemonade. 
Serve ice cold. 


Blackberries are used as an astrin- 


gent. The cordial is given in times 
of bowel trouble. All fresh berries like 
currants, raspberries, 
cherries and 


melons are among the list of invalu- 
able fruits to serve in their season.

ME WITHOUT WATER EAT AID AND RAIN 


Curious Colony of Zoological To 
tal Abstainers. 


Island That Has No Water on It, Not 
Even a Swamp—Unless Dew Can 
Slake 
Thirst 
Must 
Do 
Without Drink. 


Recent investigations on tho little- 
known and rarely visited Henderson 
or Elizabeth island havo led to the dis­ 
covery of a complete and curious lit­ 
tle colony of zoological total abstain­ 
ers. Tho island, which is uninhabitod, 
is situated about 120 miles northeast 
of Pitcairn island—itself sufficiently 
out of tho way, but famous as the 
home of the descendants of tho mu­ 
tineers of the Bounty. 


There is no water on it, not oven a 
swamp, and it is only six miles long, 
yet it harbors quite a menagerie—a 
kind of rat, a lizard, described as very 
abundant, and no 
fewer than four 
kinds of birds, all peculiar to the is­ 
land, 
These are a fruit pigeon, a 
lorikeet or honey-eating parrakeet, a 
little rail or crake and a reed warbler. 
The strange thing about tho inmates 
of this curious little natural aviary 
of coral rock, surrounded by waves 
instead of wires, is that two of its in­ 
mates are birds, one especially asso­ 
ciated with water—the rail and tho 
warbler. 


Yet it is evident that these, like the 
rest, must do without drinking, unless 
the dew can slake their thirst, or they 
have acquired toleration for sea water 
as a beverage. A similar case is that 
of the peculiar and very handsome 
wild goose of the Sandwich islands, 
which frequents tho barren lava flows, 
where there is no pormanent water 
supply, but thistle and berries. 
Hero 
we get an even more aquatic type of 
bird mareoned on dry land, but the 
Sandwich island goose takes to water 
readily enough when kept in Europe. 


“As to the existence of animals with­ 
out drinking, it is well known that 
many have the power of sustaining 
themselves in this way, and the phe­ 
nomenon occurs irrespective of their 
d*et being vegetable or animal, at any 
rate in some cases,” says the Standard 
in commenting upon Henderson island 
life. 
“Rabbits as is well known can 
live without water if given plenty of 
salad, and so can parrots if supplied 
with sop; yet both will drink on oc­ 
casions. 
So will hawks and owls, but 
these birds can subsist for long peri­ 
ods without drinking in captivity; in 
fact, under the old management at tho 
zoo the owls never had any water 
given them. 
Neither did the curious 
hornbills, which are by nature chiefly 
fruit eaters, receive any. 
They have 
tho opportunity of drinking now, but 
do it so awkwardly trying to pock up 
the water with their great bills that 
the habit hardly seems natural. 


“It has been recorded that a great 
bustard lived for months in captivity 
without drinking, although the species 
does drink occasionally; and it may be 
suggested that the bustards are a fam­ 
ily of birds accustomed to frequent dry 
places and hence have acquired a 
power of abstinence. 


“But, setting aside the fact that the 
great bustard is often found near wa­ 
ter, this explanation would not serve 
in the case of parrots and hornbills, 
which are as a rule forest birds; more­ 
over, the family of birds most espe­ 
cially associated with desert condi­ 
tions—the sand grouse—does not show 
any tendency to dispense with drink­ 
ing. 
Indeed they are very dependent 
on water, flying to their drinking place 
twice daily, and watering their chicks 
by soaking their own underplumago 
in the fluid, which is afterward sucked 
off by the young. 


“The camel itself, proverbial for its 
adaptation to the desert and endur­ 
ance of thirst, is equally in need of 
drinking, although on account of the 
water storage arrangements in its 
stomach it can do without a fresh sup­ 
ply for days. 
Yet its endurance of 
thirst can be maintained only about 
twice as long as that of tho horse kept 
under similar conditions; and as an 
abstainer it cannot compare with tho 
giraffe, the eland and some of the 
other antelopes, which can subsist 
without drinking for months at a time 
and probably indefinitely. 


“Ability to exist without drinking is 
evidently a physiological peculiarity of 
certain species of families of animals, 
and it is obvious from what has been 
said above that this power is capri­ 
ciously disturbed and has no necessary 
connection with the creature’s environ­ 
ment, though under the pressure of 
circumstances it jpaay become invalu­ 
able.” 


Interesting Statement Made by 
a Prominent Scientist. 


Three-Fourths of All Food We Eat Is 
Derived Originally From Rain; 80 
Per Cent of Remainder 
Comet From Air. 


Three-fourths of all the food wo eat 
is derived originally from rain. Of tho 
remainder, SO per cent comes from the 
air, the balance—one-twentieth part of 
the whole—is obtained from the soil. 


This interesting statement is made 
by Dr. A* T, Stuart of tho Canadian 
department of agriculture, who de­ 
scribes the farmer as the great man­ 
ufacturer. 
Ho 
makes 
the 
things 
which other people merely put to­ 
gether in different ways. 


The farmer takes 75 pounds of wa­ 
ter, 20 pounds of air and 5 pounds of 
soil. 
These are his raw materials, 
and from them, in the quantities and 
proportions 
above 
mentioned, 
ho 
turns out 100 pounds of products. 


The mixture of gases which we call 
air is a fluid by no means so thin and 
imponderable as we are accustomed 
to imagine. An ordinary packing box 
three feet cube will contain about two 
and one'half pounds of it. Tho twenty 
pounds of air that contribute so im­ 
portant a percentage of our food sup­ 
ply would occupy, at normal sea-level 
pressure, a cubical space 15 feet on an 
edge. 


The 75 pounds of water would make 
about nine and one-half gallons. Five 
pounds of soil will represent the con­ 
tents of a clay flower pot of moderate 
size; and thus one forms an idea eas­ 
ily grasped of the quantities of the 
three original raw materials required 
by the farmer for tho manufacture of 
100 pounds of products. 


These products are food and cloth­ 
ing. 
Of all the clothes people wear, 
9 per cent Is made of animal or vege­ 
table materials that are the yield of 
agriculture. Even the leather of which 
our shoes are made is, of course, a 
farm product. Silk is spun by caterpil­ 
lars, but in reality is is nothing but 
mulberry leaves, converted by their 
agency into a fiber that can be woven. 


We know what air is, and water is 
familiar enough. 
That soil is merely 
powdered rock, containing a small 
percentage of decayed vegetable mat­ 
ter, has long been understood. 
But 
many facts In regard to this last in­ 
dispensable raw material of the farmer 
have only recently been learned. 


Consider, for one thing, the size of 
the rock particles. In some soils they 
are so tiny, according to Doctor Stuart, 
that one hundred millions of millions 
of them may be held on the point of a 
penknife. 


That seems remarkable, does it not? 
But take a single pound of this kind 
of soil, and measure the total surface 
area represented by its component 
particles. 
It is a not very difficult 
problem in mathematics. 
The total 
surface area of the particles that go 
to make up one pound is about three 
acres. 


This is in itself a matter of much 
importance, from tho viewpoint of tho 
farmer-manufacturer, for each particle 
of soil is enveloped by a thin film of 
water. And it is from this water that 
the plants he grows derive their sus­ 
tenance. 


The fluid in question, however, is 
not merely wfater. 
It is a kind of 
soup, in which plant food, both or­ 
ganic—from the 
decayed vegetable 
matter—and 
mineral, 
is 
dissolved. 
What we call the “fruitful land” is 
merely a bed for the plants to stand 
up in while they feed upon this soup. 


Under the microscope all plants are 
found to be made up of little cells or 
pouches 
filledl 
with 
iluid. 
In 
an 
orange or lemon they are so big as to 
be easily seen when the fruit is cut. 
Each of these cells—which multiply 
at a wonderful rate to make what we 
call growth—is a little chemical fac­ 
tory, and it is they which, under the 
general management of the manufac­ 
turing farmer, produce “protein,” fat, 
starch, sugar, fiber, etc., with inciden­ 
tal colors and flavors, to supply in a 
multitude of forms the demands of 
the market.

CAKES FOR LITTLE PEOPLE, 


Cakes to be wholesome for the littl* 
folk must not be rich. 
Nuts are not 


good for the very little 
people as they should be 
well masticated to be di­ 
gested. 


Raisin Cakes.—Cream 
half a cupful of shorten­ 
ing 
with 
a cupful 
of 
sugar, add a half cupful 
of rich milk; beat one 
egg and sift two teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder with two cupfuls of flour, 
stir in a cupful of chopped raisins and 
roll ovt or drop by spoonfuls on a but­ 
tered sheet. Bake until a light brown. 


Raisin Buns.—Raisins are so whole* 
some that they may take the place of 
sweets with the little people, and 
when served in buns are most attrac­ 
tive, 
Sift a quart of flour with four 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, half 
a teaspoonful of salt, two tablespoon­ 
fuls each of sugar and shortening; 
then cidd enough sweet milk to make 
a mixture like biscuit 
Roll out quite 
thin, sprinkle with sugar and chopped 
seeded raisins, fold over to keep tho 
raisins in place, cut in strips and 
shape in buns. 
Bake in a quick oven 
until brown. 


Sponge 
Cakes.—Beat 
four 
eggs* 
yolks and whites together, add a cup­ 
ful each of granulated and powdered 
sugar. Sift together with two cupfuls 
of flour and two teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, beat well, add three-quar­ 
ters of a cupful of boiling hot water, 
with flavoring of any kind and bake 
in gem pans 
Ice with boiled frosting. 


Ginger Drops.—Mix a cupful each of 
shortening, molasses and sugar to­ 
gether. Add four cupfuls of flour sift­ 
ed with a tablespoonful of ginger, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon and a grating 
of nutmeg. 
Into a cupful of boiling 
water add a teaspoonful of soda and 
stir into 
the mixture. 
Add 
three 
beaten eggs, a half teaspoonful of salt, 
beat and mix until well blended. Drop 
by spoonfuls on a buttered sheet. 
A 
raisin may be pressed into each cake. 


Oatmeal Cakes.—Sift together tw'O 
cupfuls of flour, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, two teaspoonfuls of baking pow­ 
der and a teaspoonful of cinnamon. 
Cream a cupful of shortening and a 
cupful of sugar and stir into the dry 
Ingredients, beat two eggs, add two 
cupfuls of rolled oats and a cupful of 
seeded raisins. Drop by spoonfuls on 
buttered sheet.

to cook in a little 
boiling water; when cool, add this wa­ 
ter, strained, to a rich lemonade. 
Serve a slice of lemon in each glass. 
Strawberries, cherries or slices 
of 
banana add to the appearance of a 
glass of lemonade. 
A sprig of mint 
added to the glass, and a few leaves, 
crushed and mixed with the lemonade, 
is another good flavor, well liked. 


Fruit 
Punch.—Put into 
a 
punch 
bowl a quart of strong lemonade, add 
a handful of green mint, bruised, a 
small bottle of maraschino cherries, 
eight slices of pineapplt, cut in small 
dice, two oranges, cut small, and fchree 
bottles of ginger ale. 
Add an abun­ 
dance of ice and serve very cold. 


Plain Iced Tea.—Make a quart of 
tea and add a half cupful of lemon 
juice, sweeten to taste and put into 
tall glasses with cracked Ice. 
Serve 
with a slice of lemon in each glass. 


Mint Punch.—Take a quart of wa­ 
ter, five lemons and a cupful of sugar 
for a strong lemonade. Slice the lem­ 
ons and let them stand with the sugar. 
Slightly 
bruise a 
dozen sprigs of 
mint, put these into the punch bowl 
with the lemonade and a quart of gin- 
her ale. 
When ready to serve, add a 
large lump of ice and strain the lem­ 
onade and ale over it. 
Garnish each 
glass with a sprig of mint, dipped in 
powdered sugar, after being moistened 
with the white of an egg. 


Grape juice and lemonade is a good 
combination for a drink, Add a quart 
of grape juice to a pint of lemonade. 
Serve ice cold. 


Blackberries are used as an astrin­ 
gent. 
The cordial is given in times 
of bowel trouble. All fresh berries like 
currants, 
raspberries, 
cherries 
and 
melons are among tho list of invalu­ 
able fruits to serve in their season.

Holding the primary election on last 


Tuesday entailed an expense of $1,669.68 
that has been paid by the commissioners 
of Adams county, instead of the state, as 
heretofore. Ever since the uniform pri- 
mary law became effective, the common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania has been reim- 
bursing the county for primary election 
expenses. 
A recent act relieves the 


state of the burden and places it directly 
on the taxpayers of the several counties. 
The judge of the election receives S2 for 
making the returns and all the members 
of the board, judge, inspector and clerks 
receive $5 for their services at the prima- 
ry election. The difference in the length 
of time served is not taken into considera- 
tion in this compensation.

til 10 o'clock on Wednesday morning they 
received no more than the board that was 
through work at 10 o'clock on election 
night.®

is sweeping across the border into 
Chinese territory. 


Nothing in Europe or Asia has ever 


been quite so like the springing up of 
the great cities of the American mid- 
dle West as is the growth today of 
new towns in Siberia. 
Except tkat 


the tide is moving east instead of 
west the movement has many parallels 
to the wonderful migration which won 
the West for America. There are. 
however, two striking differences. The 
first is that the pioneering is compara- 
tively 
luxurious compared to 
the 


-American movement, while the na- 
tives instead of being swept aside are 
being absorbed by intermarriage vrith 
the settler. 


The ten-day Journey up the Irtysh 


river from Omsk into the promised 
land is made by steamboats which are 
the last word in the luxury and con- 
venience of river traffic. It is by no 
means a monotonous journey, as the 
river banks swarm with wild fowl and 
four-footed game, while the scenery in 
many places is wonderful.

MAKING HUT OF BRUSHWOOD 


Lean Pole Against Tree, Then Thatch 


It With Branches—Thicker the 


Roof, Cooler the Tent 


A very simple hut can be made by 


cutting a pole and leaning it against 
a tree, binding its end there; then 


An Easily Made Hut. 


thatch it with branches or brush- 
wood. 


Where you have no poles available 


you can do as the South African na- 
tives do—pile up a lot of brushwood, 
bushy stuff, etc., into a small wall 
made in semicircle, to keep out the 
wind, and make your fire in the open 
part. 


If your tent or hut is too hot in the 


sun, put blankets or more straw, etc., 
over the top. The thicker the root the 
cooler the tent in summer. If it is 
too cold make the bottom of the wall 
thicker or build a small wall of sods 
about a foot high round the foot of 
the wall outside. Never forget to dig 
a good drain all round your hut, so 
that if heavy rain falls in the night 
your floor will not get flooded from 
outside. 


Zulus make their huts by planting in 


the ground a circle of long whippy 
sticks standing upright, then they 
bend the tops all down towards the 
center and tie them together, then 
they weave 
more 
whippy sticks 


around, in and out of the uprights 
horizontally, until they have made a 
kind of circular bird cage; this they 
then cover with a straw mat or 
thatch, or with straw woven on to 
the sticks. Sometimes a small hole 
is left at the top where all the sticks 
join, to act as a chimney. 


WHAT CLUB BOYS ARE DOING 


Dakota Youth Made Net Profit of 


$8.00 on Setting of Eggs—Good 


Results Obtained With Corn. 


In South Dakota one poultry club 


boy made a net profit of $8.00, based 
on a setting of 15 eggs. 


The state agent for Utah reports 


$28.75 as the highest net profit cov- 
ering the season, while Oregon re- 
ports $50 over the same period. 


In the clubs that have raised corn 


and pigs jointly, some good results 
have been obtained. 


A pork and crop production boy of 


Minnesota made $118 net profit for 
the season from nine pigs and an acre 
of corn. His corn yielded 95 bushels 
to the acre. 


In Utah, where conditions are not 


nearly so favorable, the boys did well, 
one member making $31.56 as a re- 
suit of his combined work. His corn 
showed a yield of 86.75 bushels. 


Practically all of the Sugar Beet 


club members are in Utah and Col- 
orado. The state agent in charge of 
club work of Utah reports 25.34 tons' 
as the highest yield, and $47.18 as 
the highest net profit. Five hundred 
and forty-six club members' reports 
show an average yield of 20.4 tons, 
and an avsrage net profit of $37.60.

SMALL DIFFERENCE OF THOSE OF 


MEN AND WOMEN. 


President of Smith College Has Given 


Expression to Views That Will 


Be Received With More or 


Less Approval. 


That there is very little difference 


between the minds of men and the 
minds of women, and what difference 
there may be is caused by personal- 
ity, and net by sex, is the opinion of 
Dr. Marion Le Ray Smith, president 
of Smith college. 


"The differences that still exist in 


the education of boys and girls are 
not BO much due to psychological dif- 
ferences between them as to social 
conditions," declared Doctor Smith in 
defending this theory. 
"They are 


based on the functions that they will 
fulfill in the world. For instance, to 
date, and probably for some time to 
come, more men than women will do 
the world's work as mechanical en- 
gineers. And so there are naturally 
more institutions to train men for this 
work than there are for women. 


"But already the Massachusetts In- 


stitute of Technology has opened its 
doors to women, and I don't doubt 
that before long more conservative 
professional schools will follow suit, 
or they will be duplicated by similar 
conditions in schools for women. 


"In Smith college, while there has 


been an increase of 1 per cent in the 
proportion of men employed during 
ray administration, the relative im- 
portance of women on the faculty has 
increased. 
The college now has a 


woman dean, a position formerly held 
by a man. There are sixteen women 
and three men in administrative po- 
sitions, where there used to be six 
women and two men, and there are as 
many women heads of departments as 
there ever were. One significant rea- 
son why we have not more women 
on the staff is that there are not more 
adequately trained women. 


"As to economic independence, I bo- 


lieve that every woman should be 
brought up to ea^n her own living, 
if necessary," said the college presi- 
dent. "But I am not willing to say that 
a wife and mother in a home doea 
not earn hers. I believe that in most 
cases she does. 
The average mar- 


riage is a partnership, in which the 
wife does her share in keeping up "the 
home and caring for the children. The 
children belong equally to the man 
and the woman, and are a joint respon- 
sibility. 


"I certainly do want women to have 


all their rights. 
What I look for- 


ward to is the day when no woman 
shall be at a disadvantage, because of 
her sex, and when no woman shall be 
able to take an unfair advantage be- 
cause of it. Both conditions exist to- 
day." 


Modern Farming.

WAYS 
OF TACTFUL NURSE 


Many Things That Should Be Ob- 


served by Those Who Would Min- 


ister to the Sick. 


The best training in the world can- 


not turn a woman who has not the 
gift for nursing into a tactful nurse. 
Efficient and dependable she may 
be trained to be, but tact and 
sympathy must come by insight. How- 
ever, there are certain rules and cer- 
tain little niceties that anyone trained 
or untrained can and should remem- 
ber when they are in the sick room. 


Be careful that you have no annoy- 


ing little tricks, such as clearing your 
threat, tramming, rocking, drumming 
with your fingers or making any un- 
necessary noise that might be irritat- 
ing to tired nerves. As most people' 
who have such tricks are quite uncon- 
scious of them themselves, it is quite 
necessary to stop and think occasion- 
ally to be sure that you are guilty of 
none of them. 


Another habit most annoying to pa- 


tients is one that many nurses have 
of talking to other people, the doctor 
or family, in an undertone or whisper 
within hearing of the patient. This 
is as unnecessary and discourteous to 
an ill person as it is to a well per- 
son, and to many patients it is alarm- 
ing as well. If you have anything to 
say that cannot be said in the hearing 
of the patient, go out of the room to 
say it. 


A still more necessary point to re- 


member is that the most exquisite 
neatness must be the order of the sick 
room. The slightest disorder is often 
intolerable to a nervous patient. Re- 
member that all the patient would 
wish to have done in her room you 
must do for her, otherwise she will 
worry about it. If she is an habitual 
person and accustomed to have her 
furniture 
and personal 
belongings 


just so, it will fret and worry her to 
have them misplaced. Do not leave 
medicine bottles, bandages or any 
paraphernalia of the sick room in 
sight. They are depressing as well 
as ugly. 


Do not insist upon straightening the 


bedclothes if your patient wishes to be 
let alone. Do not insist on anything 
that is unnecessary in the way of at- 
tentions or regulations. 
Above all. 


hold it always in your mind that you 
must study and consider your pa- 
tient's personality and subdue your 
own. 
Do not thoughtlessly impose 


your will and habits upon a helpless, 
nervous invalid. 


Knife the Best Weapon. 


"Today the defense stands pat on 


earthworks, wire and machine guns. 
The attack has tried 
gas, petrol, 


bayonets, siege artillery, field artillery, 
grenades and mines, and has come 
out, generally speaking, second best. 
Trench mortars have not developed 
the requisite accuracy nor the re- 
quisite destructive power. 
High ex- 


plosive shells in sufficient quantities 
have accomplished the best offensive 
work, and the infantry is depending 
more and more on a short, heavy 
knife, which is the best for work 
underground or in the dark. To sum 
up: 
Killing the defenders of a posi- 


tion is accomplished by shells fired at' 
least two miles away on the aver- 
age; 
and, secondly, by what 
the 


French call body-to-body fighting, for 
which a knife is the best weapon. 
The training of infantry on the con- 
tinent will In the future, undoubted- 
ly include the technique of hand-to- 
hand struggles—for which physical 
agility and strength must be devel- 
oped."—New Republic." 


Scientific Station in Spitzbergen. 
The German scientific station in 


Spitzbergen, which was founded in 
1911 by Professor Hergesell, and haa 
been constantly in operation, sum- 
mer and winter, since that time, 
ceased its valuable activities at the 
outbreak of the European war. 
A 


party of scientific men which had 
sailed for Spitzbergen to relieve the 
staff was recalled, and the party at 
the station also succeeded in getting 
back to Germany safely with all 
their instruments and other equip- 
ment. 
This institution has carried 


on extensive investigations of the up- 
per air with balloons, and was, in 
fact, founded primarily to study the 
conditions likely to be encountered 
by the expedition which Count Zep- 
pelin proposed to take to the North 
Pole in an airship.

west the movement has many parallels 
to the wonderful migration which won 
the West for America.

American movement, while the na­ 
tives instead of being swept aside are 
being absorbed by intermarriage with 
the settler. 


The ten-day journey up the Irtysh 
river from Omsk into the promised 
land is made by steamboats which are 
the last word in the luxury and con­ 
venience of river traffic. It is by no 
means a monotonous journey, as the 
river banks swarm with wild fowl and 
four-footed game, while the scenery in 
many places is wonderful.

Where you have no poles available 
you can do as the South African na­ 
tives do—pile up a lot of brushwood, 
bushy stuff, etc., into a small wall 
made in semicircle, to keep out the 
wind, and make your fire in the open 
part. 


If your tent or hut is too hot in the 
sun, put blankets or more straw, etc., 
over the top. The thicker the roof the 
cooler the tent in summer. 
If it is 
too cold make the bottom of the wall 
thicker or build a small wall of sods 
about a foot high round the foot of 
the wall outside. Never forget to dig 
a good drain all round your hut, so 
that if heavy rain falls in the night 
your floor will not get flooded from 
outside. 


Zulus make their huts by planting in 
the ground a circle of long whippy 
sticks standing upright, then they 
bend the tops all down towards the 
center and tie them together, then 
they 
weave 
more 
whippy 
sticks 
around, in and out of the uprights 
horizontally, until they have made a 
kind of circular bird cage; this they 
then cover with a straw mat or 
thatch, or with straw woven on to 
the sticks. 
Sometimes a small hole 
is left at the top where all the sticks 
join, to act as a chimney. 


WHAT CLUB BOYS ARE DOING 


Dakota Youth Made Net Profit 
of 
$8.00 on Setting of Eggs—Good 
Results Obtained With Corn. 


In South Dakota one poultry club 
boy made a net profit of $8 .0 0 , based 
on a setting of 15 eggs. 


The state agent for Utah reports 
$28,75 as the highest net profit cov­ 
ering the season, while Oregon re­ 
ports $50 over the same period. 


In the clubs that have raised corn 
and pigs jointly, some good results 
have been obtained. 


A pork and crop production boy of 
Minnesota made $118 net profit for 
the season from nine pigs and an acre 
of corn. 
His corn yielded 95 bushels 
to the acre. 


In Utah, where conditions are not 
nearly so favorable, the boys did well, 
one member making $31.56 as a re­ 
sult of his combined work. 
His corn 
showed a yield of 86.75 bushels. 


Practically all of the Sugar Beet 
club members are in Utah and Col­ 
orado. The state agent in charge of 
club work of Utah reports 25.34 tons 
as the highest yield, and $47.18 as 
the highest net profit. 
Five hundred 
and forty-six club members' reports 
show an average yield or 20.4 tons, 
and an average net profit of $37.60, 


MINDS 
VARY 
LITTLE 


SMALL DIFFERENCE OF THOSE OF 
MEN AND WOMEN. 


President of Smith College Has Given 
Expression to Views That Will 
Be Received With More or 
Lets Approval. 


That thorfe is very little difference 
between the minds of men and the 
minds of women, and what difference 
there may bG is caused by personal­ 
ity, and not by sex, is the opinion of 
Dr. Marion Le Roy Smith, president 
of Smith college. 


"The differences that still exist in 
the education of boys and girls are 
not so much due to psychological dif­ 
ferences between them as to social 
conditions,” declared Doctor Smith in 
defending fhis theory. 
"They are 
based on the functions that they will 
fulfill in the world. 
For instance, to 
date, and probably for some time to 
come, more men than women will do 
the world’s w*ork as mechanical en­ 
gineers. 
And so there are naturally 
more institutions to train men for this 
work than there are for women. 


"But already the Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology has opened Its 
doors to women, and I don’t doubt 
that before long more conservative 
professional schools will follow suit, 
or they will be duplicated by similar 
conditions in schools for women. 


“In Smith college, while there has 
been an increase of 1 per cent in the 
proportion of men employed during 
my administration, the relative im­ 
portance of women on the faculty has 
increased. 
The college now has a 
woman dean, a position formerly held 
by a man. There are sixteen women 
and three men in administrative po­ 
sitions, where there used to be six 
women and two men, and there are as 
many women heads of departments as 
there ever were. One significant rea­ 
son why we have not more women 
on the staff is that there are not more 
adequately trained women. 


"As to economic independence, I be­ 
lieve that every woman should be 
brought up to earn her own living, 
if necessary,” said the college presi­ 
dent. "But I am not willing to say that 
a wife and mother in a home does 
not earn hers. I believe that in most 
cases she does. 
The average mar­ 
riage is a partnership, in which the 
wife does her share in keeping up the 
home and caring for the children. The 
children belong equally to the man 
and the woman, and are a joint respon­ 
sibility. 


"I certainly do want women to have 
. all their rights. 
What I look for­ 
ward to is the day when no woman 
shall be at a disadvantage, because of 
her sex, and when no woman shall be 
able to take an unfair advantage be­ 
cause of it. Both conditions exist to­ 
day.”

"It’s an age of machinery today,” 
he said. "The milking machine has 
succeeded the milkmaid.

It has been shown that 
the soldiers of Napoleon remained 
freely beardless and that the absence 
of hair beneath the nose accorded 
with the views of hygienists. 
The 
opinion, combated by the mustache 
school, has just surrendered. An of­ 
ficial circular recalls to the soldiers 
of France that the wearing of the 
mustache is military, that the razored 
face Is not so and that the entire 
army should hereafter avoid showing 
the urper lip. 
Thus, the mustache 
has triumphed after having been dis­ 
cussed, decriod and almost proscribed.

WAYS 
OF 
TACTFUL 
NURSE 


Many Things That Should Be Ob­ 
served by Those Who Would Min­ 
ister to the Sick. 


The best training in the world can­ 
not turn a woman who has not the 
gift for nursing into a tactful nurse. 
Efficient and dependable she may 
be 
trained 
to 
be, 
but 
tact 
and 
sympathy must come by insight. How. 
ever, there are certain rules and cer­ 
tain little niceties that anyone trained 
or untrained can and should remem­ 
ber when they are in the sick room. 


Be careful that you have no annoy­ 
ing little tricks, such as clearing your 
throat, humming, rocking, drumming 
with your fingers or making any un­ 
necessary noise that might be irritat­ 
ing to tired nerves. 
As most people 
who have such tricks are quite uncon­ 
scious of them themselves, it is quite 
necessary to stop and think occasion­ 
ally to be sure that you are guilty of 
none of them. 


Another habit most annoying to pa­ 
tients is one that many nurses have 
of talking to other people, the doctor 
or family, in an undertone or whisper 
within hearing of the patient. 
This 
is as unnecessary and discourteous to 
an ill person as it is to a well per­ 
son, and to many patients it is alarm­ 
ing as well. If you have anything to 
say that cannot be said in the hearing 
of the patient, go out of the room to 
say it. 


A still more necessary point to re­ 
member is that the most exquisite 
neatness must be the order of the sick 
room. The slightest disorder is often 
intolerable to a nervous patient. 
Re­ 
member that all the patient would 
wish to have done in her room you 
must do for her, otherwise she will 
worry about it. If she is an habitual 
person and accustomed to have her 
furniture 
and 
personal 
belongings 
just so, it will fret and worry hor to 
have them misplaced. 
Do not leave 
medicine bottles, bandages or any 
paraphernalia of the sick room in 
sight. 
They are depressing as well 
as ugly. 


Do not insist upon straightening the 
bedclothes if your patient wishes to be 
let alone. 
Do not insist on anything 
that is unnecessary In the way of at­ 
tentions or regulations. 
Above all, 
hold it always in your mind that you 
must study and consider your pa­ 
tient’s personality and subdue your 
own. 
Do not thoughtlessly impose 
your will and habits upon a helpless, 
nervous invalid. 


Knife the Best Weapon. 


"Today the defense stands pat on 
earthworks, wire and machine guns. 
The attack has tried 
gas, petrol, 
bayonets, siege artillery, field artillery, 
grenades and mines, and has come 
out, generally speaking, second best. 
Trench mortars have not developed 
the requisite accuracy nor the re­ 
quisite destructive power. 
High ex­ 
plosive shells in sufficient quantities 
have accomplished the best offensive 
work, and the infantry is depending 
more and more on a short, heavy 
knife, which is the best for work 
underground or In the dark. To sum 
up: 
Killing the defenders of a posi­ 
tion is accomplished by shells fired at 
least two miles away on the aver­ 
age; 
and, 
secondly, by what the 
French call body-to-body fighting, for 
which a knife Is the best weapon. 
The training of infantry on the con­ 
tinent will in the future, undoubted­ 
ly include the technique of hand-to- 
hand struggles—for which 
physical 
agility and strength must be devel­ 
oped.”—New Republic; 


Scientific Station in Spitzbergen. 
The German scientific station in 
Spitzbergen, which was founded in 
1911 by Professor Hergesell, and has 
been constantly in operation, sum­ 
mer and winter, since that time, 
ceased its valuable activities at the 
outbreak of the European war. 
A 
party of scientific men which had 
sailed for Spitzbergen to relieve the 
staff was recalled, and the party at 
the station also succeeded in getting 
back to Germany safely with all 
their instruments and other equip­ 
ment. 
This institution has carried 
on extensive Investigations of the up­ 
per air with balloons, &nd was, in 
fact, founded primarily to study the 
conditions likely to be encountered 
by the expedition which Count Zep­ 
pelin proposed to take to the North 
Pole in an airship.

ALL SAVED FROM 


BURNING SHIP 


SfeaiM k\M\ Destroyed by 


Fire at Sea. 


470 PERSONS WERE ABOARD 


First Message Said One Was Lost, 


But Later Wireless Says Every One 
Was Saved. 


The Greek sfeamship Atliinai, from 


New York lor Piraeus, was destroyed 
by fire at st-a with the lost of one life, 
according to a message received by 
the marine department in Halifax. 


The steamsliip Tuscania rescued 


408 pasengers 
and crew and the 


steamship Roumanian Prince sixty- 
one others. 


(In the light of two messages re- 


ceived later in New York, steamship 
men are inclined to believe the entire 
ship's company was saved. The mes- 
sages received in New York place the 
passengers and crew aboard the Tus 
cania at 409.) 


The message from t'ae Tuscania was 


the first official word received from 
the liner since a wireless report tha* 
the Athinal was afire and the Tus- 
cania had rescued the passengers 
The origin of the fire was not stated 
in the message, which read: 


"Heard distress call at 8:30 A. M 


Sunday. Arrived on spot at noon and 
sent line across to help them. Trans 
ferred passengers. Atliinai was aban 
doned. 
T7e rescued 408 passengers 


and crew, and the Rumanian Piince 
rescued sixty-one. There was only 
one life lost, that of a man who jump- 
ed overboard/ "We left 
the wreck 


burning fiercely in Nos. 1 and 2 holds 
Position, latitude 40.54 north, longi- 
tude 57.47 west."

from New York) 


The Atliiaai sailed from New York 


last ThuiBday for Greece. She car- 
ried sixt>one first, forty-seven sec- 
ond cabin and 213 steerage passen- 
gers. The others on beard were mem 
aers of the crew. The cargo consist- 
ed of considerable qaantities of flour, 
coffee, cotton, rice and lubricating oil 


It is regarded as a coincidence thai 


the vessel took fire in almost the 
same latitude and longitude as thai 
of the Sant' Anna, which was endan- 
gered by flames last week. 


The New York office of the Nation 


al Steam Navigation company oi 
Greece, agents for the steamer Athi 
nai, received a wireless message from 
Captain Bogiazides saying he had 
abandoned the Athinai at sea, owing 
to the fire which was destroying the 
ship. The captain's message said all 
passenger* and crew had been saved 
The British steamer Rumanian Prince 
had sixty-one survivors on board, the 
others, Including the captain, were on 
the Archer liner Tuscania. 


The fire started in one of the for- 


ward holds at 4 o'clock P. M. Friday, 
slightly more than twenty-four houra 
after the vessel had sailed from New 
York for Greece. 


The Anchor Line office also re 


ceiveJ a wireless from the captain oi 
the Tuscania stating that all of the 
passengers and crew of the Athinai 
had been saved. This confirms the 
message.

of article nine of the Constitution of

Be it resolved by the Senate 
and Ilunae of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con-

Flrtt Mescsge Said One Was Lost, 
But Later Wireless Says Every One 
Was Saved. 


The Greek steamship Atliinai, from 
New York lor Piraeus, was destroyed 
by fire at sea with the loss of one life, 
according to a message received by 
the marine department in Halifax. 


The 
steamship 
Tuscania rescued 
408 
pasengers 
and 
crew 
and 
the 
steamship Roumanian Prince sixty 
one others. 


(In the light of two messages re 
ceived later in New York, steamship 
men are inclined to believe the entire 
ship’s company was saved. 
The mes 
sages received in New York place the 
passengers and crew aboard the Tus- 
cania at 409.) 


The message from the Tuscania was 
the first official word received from 
the liner since a wireless report that 
the Athinal was afire and the Tus* 
cania had 
rescued the 
passengers, 
The origin of the fire was not stated 
in the message, which read: 


“Heard distress call at 8:30 A. M. 
Sunday. Arrived on spot at noon and 
sent line across to help them. Trans* 
ferred passengers. Atliinai was aban« 
doned. 
AVe rescued 4oS passengers 
and crew, and the Rumanian Prince 
rescued sixty*one. 
There was 
only 
one life lost, that of a man who jump* 
ed overboard. 
We 
left 
the wreck 
burning fiercely in Nos. 1 and 2 holds. 
Position, latitude 40.54 north, longi* 
tude 57.47 west.” 
(About 900 miles 
from New York.) 


The Atliinai sailed from New York 
last Thursday for Greece. 
She car 
ried sixt>one first, forty-seven sec* 
ond cabin and 213 steerage passen* 
gers. The others on board were mem* 
bers of the crew. 
The cargo consist* 
ed of considerable quantities of flour, 
coffee, cotton, rice and lubricating oil. 


It is regarded as a coincidence that 
the vessel took fire in almost the 
same latitude and longitude as that 
of the Sant* Anna, which was end an* 
gered by flames last week.

The British steamer Rumanian Prince 
had sixty-one survivors on board, the 
others, including the captain, were on 
the Ai.*eher liner Tuscania. 


The fire started in one of the for* 
ward holds at 4 o'clock P. M. Friday, 
slightly more than twenty-four houra 
after the vessel had sailed from New 
York for Greece.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one, 
article eight of the Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Bo it resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania In General Assembly met, 
That the following amendment to tho 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be. and tho 
samo is hereby, proposed, In accordance 
with the eighteenth articlo thereof:— 


That section one of article eight, which 
reads as follows: 


"Section 1, Every mnlc citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing tho follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at all oleetions, subjcct, however, to sueli 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as tho General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


“First. Ho shall have been a citizen of 
the United States at least one month. 


“Second. 
He shall havo resided In the 
Stato one year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, ho shall havo removed there­ 
from and returned, then six months) im­ 
mediately preceding tho election. 


“Third. 
Ho shall havo resided in the 
election district where ho shall offer to 
voto at least two months Immediately pre­ 
ceding tho election. 


“Fourth. 
If twenty-two yeors of age 
and upwards, ho shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall havo been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
foro tho election,“ bo amended so that tho 
samo shall read as follows:

gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing tho basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and tho maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof; but in no other cases shall 
tho General Assembly limit tho amount 
to bo recovered for injurios resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and in caso of death from such in­ 
juries, tho right of action shall survive, 
and tho General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whoso benefit such actions shall bo 
prosecuted.

Bulgarian troops have invaded Ser- 


bia, according 
to a dispatch from 


Athens. Reports from Berlin say Ser- 
bia has declared the Serbo-Bulgariaii 
border a war zone and that both Ser- 
bia and Bulgaria have troops concen- 
trated along the boundary lice. Aus- 
trian and German artillery continue 
attacks on the Serbian border. 


Berlin insists that Russian forces 


trapped east of Vjlna are in danger 
of annihilation. Dispatches from Pet- 
rograd indicate the Russians have ex- 
tricated themselves. 
Petrograd an- 


nounces the beginning of the bom- 
bardment of Dvinsk by German how- 
itzers and airships. An unofficial dis- 
patch from Stockholm says workmen 
have been killed by troops during in- 
ternal disorders. 


The Paris -war office aauounces that 


the French have fought Btheir way 
across the Marne canal, which has 
been held by the Germans since a 
year ago.
